He  immigrated  to  the  United  States 
in  1871  and  made  his  home  with  the  Jacob 
Schwartz  family  northwest  of  Berne  for  a 
number  of  years.  He  later  was  a  farm  hand 
for  John  Hilty  at  the  southeast  edge  of  Berne 
until  he  got  married. 

Nothing  definite  is  known  of  his  relatives. 
He  immigrated  to  the  United  States  alone. 
We  have  no  knowledge  that  any  of  his  broth¬ 
ers  or  sisters  came  to  this  country. 

He  died  April  24,  1919,  and  was  buried  in 
the  MRE  cemetery  west  of  Berne.
